THE GRAN I OF WINDING ENGINEMAN'S I CLASS 
AND II CLASS CERTIFICATES OF COMPETENCY. 

1* Application to be supported by original certificates, etc . — 

No application shall be considered unless It Is supported by origi- 
nal certificates as to qualifications (if any), literacy, practical experi- 
ence, age, sound health, character, and is accompanied by evidence 
that the prescribed fee has been paid. 

2. Holding of examinations — 

Examinations shall be held at such times and such places as may 
tie fixed by the Board and notified to the candidate. The examina- 
tion fee of a candidate who fails to appear for an examination at the 
appointed place and time without sufficient cause to the satisfaction 
of the Chief Inspector shall be forfeited. 

’5. Appointment of Examiners —
